LEICESTERSHIRE 


ASHBY DE LA ZOUCH. 


Assupy DE LA ZOUCH is a final) market-town, in the parith of the 
fame name, which contains, by cftimution, about 1) 200 acres. 195 houtes 
pay the window er commutation tax. Tbe inhabitants are thop-keepers, 
inn-keepers, manufilurers of woollen and cotton ftockings, and hats, 
farmers, and labourers. ‘The prefent war has been very injurious to the 
commercial intcrefts of this town, 

‘There is here 1 of Lady Huntingdon’s chapels, 1 Methodift chapel, 
and 1 Prefbyterian chapel ; but the parithioners are chiefly of the eftablith- 
ed Church. 

The prices of provifions aie: beef, 33d. to sd. the pound ; mutton, sd. 5 
J. co 4d; butter, 4. to rofd,; bread flour, 48. a ftone; pota- 
toes, 5d. the gallon ; about autumn, they are generally ad. or 3d, the gal- 
Jon; milk, 14d. the quart. Spinners of wool earn from 1s, 6d, to 35. 
a week ; wool-combers, from 128, to 145. a week; ftocking-weavers, in 
general, from 7s. to 178. a weck; buta few enra £1. 18. a week; hate 
ters, from 1428. to 20s, a week ; labourers in hufbandry, till within the lait 
year, had 4s. a week in winter, and 6s, in fummer; but they now have 6s. 
in winter, and from 7s. to gs. in fummer, and viduals, The number of 
ale-houfes in the parith has been reduced fince laft winter, from 25 to 21. 
Here are 8 Friendly Societies, which have from 40 to 80 members in 
each ; only 2 have had their rules confirmed by the magiftrates,

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The rent of land, on large farms, is from 20s. to gos. an acre; one 
finall farm near the town is let at £ 2, an acre: the land-tax is 1s, 6d. in 
the pound. About 24 years ago, when the common ficlds were in- 
clofed, the Vicar had an allotment of land given in lieu of tithes. Farms 
are from £ 40. to £300. a year; but, chiefly, from £50. to £99. a 
year: wheat, barley, oats, turnips and clover, are cultivated. There is 
much pafture ground. Lord Moira claims the principal right to between 
gand 4000 acres of wafte land in this parith, A feam of ‘coal Ties under 
this common, and, (it is expcéted,) will (oon be worked. In the year 1770, 
about 1040 acres were enclofyd, part of which was common, aud part 
common field. 








The Poor ave partly maintained in the work-houfe, and partly at their 
own homes: there are at prefent §2, who are chieily old women and chil~ 
dren, in the work-hi ule: the children are taught to read, to fpin jerley, 
todo conmnon houfe-work; (pinning, knitting, fewing, working in the 
fields, &e by which means they become eaily attached to indultrious 
principles, and are thereby made truly ufeful and valuable fervants. ‘The 
hedding and weating apparel are chiefly manufadtured in the houle, exclu- 
five of which work, the Poor generally carn, hy (pinning jerfey, &c. about 
ros. 6d. a month. The bill of fare has heen much varied of late, on 
account of the dearncly of bread, &c.: 2 pudding dinners in aweek were 
formerly allowed ; ard the duper, every day, was about 1 Ib. of bread, 
and 1 pint of fmall heer fur each grown perfon; chilren had a propor- 
tionable allowance : potatoes and vegetables are now generally fubMlitated 
for bread ; ag will appear by the following general bill of fure:

33 weekly penfioners reccive allowances, amounting to £3. $s. a week, 
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The fallowing is a Table of Baptifinz, Burials, Marriages", and Poor's Rater, 
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“No ackbuntof the Rates could be obtained prior to 1782, but, by infor- 
mation, they appear to have been nearly the fame for a few years previous to 
that period: about 39 years back they were very low, and are faid to have 
rifen, as manufaétures increafed. It is obferved, that near 4.of the now 
chargeable inhabitants here belong to manufactories ; and that, notwith- 
ftanding they have higher wages than the Jabourers in hufbandry, the 
latter maintain their families much better than the former: the labourer is 
moreeconomical, and does not fo much frequent the public-houfe, by which 
means he can fupport a family, of 5, 4, or 5 children, without any pato- 
chial affiftance; while the manlifa@urer, being more expofed to tempta- 
tion, and too often conneéted with drunken affociates, generally Spends 
that money in ale-houfes, which ought to be appropriated to domeftic pur- 
poles; and having once applied to the parith for relief, he becomes totally 
regardlef, of that fenfe of fhame, which is the beft prefervative of inde- 
pendence, That the Poor might not experience any inconvenience from 
the inclofing of the commons, and common fields, the lanes were referved 
exclifively for their ule: they pay 28, 6d. a year for a horfe or cow-gait 
therein. About £10. a year are paid out of the Poor's Rates towards the 
county ftock, A doétor, who attends the work-houfe, receives a falary of 
£to. a year; and the veltry-clerk is paid £15. a year,

CARLTON CURLIEU, 


THIS parith contains 1160 acres, and about 40 inhabitants confifling 
of one gentleman's family, two farmers, a few thepherds, and labourers, 
‘5 houfes pay the window-tax ; 3 are exempted. The 2 farmeis rent 400 
acres; the remainder of the pariflh is farmed by perfons who refide at a 
diftance, Not one acre is ploughed land ; nor are there any commons or 
waite lands in the parifh: it has been enclofed many yeats, ‘The ave- 
rage rent of land is one guinea an acre, The landlon pays tithe and 
Jand-tax. 

‘There are neither ale-houfes, nor Friendly Societies in the parifh. There 
are! feldom any Poor here. ‘The perfons at prefent chargeable are, 2 or-

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phan children, that coft, weekly, 4s.; a man, aged 55, infane, whofe 
weekly allowance is ss. 6d.; and 2 reduced grazier, aged 70, who 
receives 2s, a week. Graziers, and their families, are the people molt 
ufually chargeable.

‘The difburfements principally relate to the church, conftables, and high 
roads, The conftable, on an average, receives £ 8. a year; about £7, 
are annually expended on the church ; and on high-ways, from £15. to 
£30. The latter charge, however, this year, amounted to £ 66,

KIBWORTH-BEAUCHAMP, 


THIS parihh is divided into 3 townhhips, viz. Kibworth-Beauchamp, Kib- 
worth-Hurcpurt, and Smeeton-Wefterby. Kibworth-Beauchamp contains 
about 1300 acres; Kibworth-Harcourt, 1500 acres; and Smeeton-Welterby, 
1209 nerves, 43 houfes in Kibworth-Beauchamp, 41 houfes in Kibworth- 
Harcourt, and 40 houfes in Smeeton~Welterby, pay the window-tax: in the 

7 firlt, 
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firtt, the number of Houfee exempted is 50; in the fecond, 40; and in the 
third, 45. ‘The inhabitants are chiefly agriculemifts : fome few are manu- 
faturers. In the firft divifion, there was formerly a tammy manufaéture, 
which is now nearly laid afide; in the other divifions a little flocking 
weaving is carried on; {pinning worlted, with the two-handed wheel, 1s 
very generally ufed here. In the firft divifion, there are 2 Independent 
chapels ; and 1 in Smecton-Wefterby. 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, fiom 44d, to sd. the pound ; mutton, 
54.; veal, 340. 5 butter, 94d. and 10d.; bread, 34d. alb, or glb. for t8.; 
coals, 134. the cwt; potatoes, 6d. the gallon; milk, 4d. the pint; but 
Of thus little is fold. 

The wages of labour vary much; a common labourer in hufbandry 
earns about 8s. 6d. a week, in winter; and from tos. to 12s, a week in 
fummer, without victuals: women fpin worfted, and can earn from 6d. to 
rod. a day ; children, of 12 or 14 years of age, earn about 6d. a day, by 
fpinning, In the firft divifion, there are 2 alc-houfes ; in the fecond, 45 
and inthe third, 2. There is one Friendly Society in the parifh, confitting 
of about 110 members, who have had their rules confirmed by the 
magiftrates, 

‘The average rent of land is about 25s. an acre, The land-tax, in the 
firkt divifion, is £90. 75. 6d.; in the fecond, £82. 05, 3d.; and in the 
third, £ 92. 118 10d. Farms are from £ 20. to £ 300. a year ; but gene- 
rally about £ 100, a year. About % of the land are palture ; oats, bailey, 
and wheat are cultivated. There are no commons nor waltc I ind in the 
panth : about the year 1780, 3600 acres were enclofed, when the reétor 
had + part of the enclofure allowed him, in licu of tithes. 

‘The Poor of this parith are maintained cithe: by a weekly allowance, 
or by accafional relief, at their own houfes: in the divifion of Kibworth- 
Beauchamp, 18 poor perfons, (fome of whom have families,) receive 
£ 2.118. 114d. weekly, and feveral more have cafital relief: in Kib- 
worth-Harcourt, 20 poor families have about £ 5. weekly, and others re~ 
ceive cafual payments: in Smeeton Welterby divifion, 21 penfioners receive 
£ 3. 3% 6d, weekly; and about £ 2. 128. a weck is, at prefent, paid to 
others, in cafual payments, The following is an account of the regular

‘The following is a ftatement of the carnings and expences of a labout- 
et's family in this parifh, 

The labourer is 40 years of age; has a wife and g children, whofe 
ages are 5 a girl, 14 years old ; ditto, 12 5 a boy, 85 a girl, 6; and a boy, 
26 months old. The man faid, that his earnings were fo wocertain that ‘he 
cduld give no accurate ftatement of them, but, a8 near as he could calculate, 
they were as follows, for one year, beginning at Michackmas,

The fecond girl is fubjeét to fits; the mother, and other children, earn 
nothing. The parifh pays this man’s houle-rent, finds him coals, oceafion~ 
ally gives him articles of wearing apparel, and, for the laft 2 weeks paft, 
has given him an allowance of 28. a week. 

This family ufes 61b. of bread a day ; (which lately fold for 2. and was 
formerly about rod, ; at prefent, 19. 6d. ;) which is for the year £ 27. 6s 

He could give but little account of their other expences, but fays, that 
they ufe little or no milk or potatoes; that they feldom get any butter; 
neither do they ufe any oatmeal ; that they occafionally buy a little cheefe, 
and fometimes have meat on a Sunday ; that his wife and daughters con~ 
fume a finall quantity of tea; but that bread is the chief fupport of the 
family, and that they have far froma fufficiency of that article at prefent ; 
that they fhould ufe much more, if they could procure it, and that his 
children are almoft naked, and half flarved, He adds, that he bas lately 
worked many days with only bread diet, and that many weeks have elapfed 
fince he has tafted any beer,

The books of Kibworth-Harcourt are preferved with Jefe care than in 
the other divifions ; the only accounts of the Rates were thofe of the year 
ending in 1791, which amounted tof 58 43. sd., and werc railed at 
28, 6d inthe pound; and thofe of the year ending in 17y5, which 
amounted to £ 199. Bs. 64d. and are faid to have been raifed at 25. 6d 
in the pound, 

‘The County Rates are paid out of the Poor's Rates in this parith ; they 
vary in different years, but from the belt information which could be ob 
tained, it appears, that from £ 10. to £15 a year are paid out of each 
divifion for that purpofe. A great number of cottages, belonging to the 
different divifions of this parifh, are inhabited by fome of the Poor; othera 
have their houfe-rents paid by the parith; and feveral have cloaths, &c. 
found them by their refpe@ive towafhips. The Poor complain of hard 
treatment from the oyerfeers, and the oyerfeers accufe the Poor of being 
faucy. 

Ne account of the Rates, in any of the divilions, previous to the enclo- 
fore of the fields, could be obtained ; but it is fad, that they were not one- 
third of what they are at prefent' ; and the people attribute the rife of them

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to the enclofures for they fay, “ that before the fields were enclofed, they 
were folcly applied to the produdtion of com ; that the Poor had then plen- 
ty of employment in weeding, reaping, thrething, 8c , and could alfo col- 
1e@ a great deal of corn by gleaning ; but that the fields being now in pa 
turage, the furmcrs have lite oceafion for labourers, and the Poor being 
thereby thrown out of employment, muft, of courfe, be fupported by the 
parith.” There 18 fome truth in thefe obfervations , one-third, or perhaps 
one-fourth of the number of hands, which were required 20 years ago, 
would now be fufficient, according to the prefent fyitem of agriculture, 
to patorm all the farming work in the pafith. However, with regard to 
the colleGive intercft of the nation, and not the particular benefit of 
the parith, I much doubt, whether the wool now produced from the Lei- 
cefterfhire enclofures does not employ more hands, (though, perhaps, not 
in Leiceflerfhire,) than it’s arable fields did formerly. 


Many laboureis can, at prefent, get work at a canal cutting in the neigh- 
bourhood, otherwife, the Rates mutt have been much higher than they 
even now are, Iuthe winter, and at other times, when a man is out of 
work, he aj plies to the overfeer, who fends him from houfe to houfe, to 
get employ: the houle-keeper, who employs him, is obliged to give him 
viduals, and 6d, a day; and the path adds 4d. ; (total, 10d a day ;) 
for the fupport of his family: perfons working in this manner, ave called 
sounds men, from their going round the village or townthip for employ’. 
‘Av the work is here mofily done by the great ot piece, earnings are very 
vanable, and flutuating ; fo that it is not pofible to give a very correct 
ftatement of them : a day-labourer has about 1s a day, and breakfaft, in 
winter; and in hay and com harveft, (which is very fhort,) 18. 2d a 
day, and board. ‘The tradefmen, fmall farmers, and labourers, are very 
Joud in their complaints again{t thofe, whom they call monopolizing farm- 
ers, and graziers; an evil, which they fay sncreafes every year.

4d, to 8d, a day ; agricultaral labourers, at prelent, receive ts. bd, a day, 
with victuals, 

The prices of provifions arc. beef, g$d. the pound; mutton, 5; 
veal, 4'd.; butter, told or ts. the pound; bicad, rib, v1 oz. for 6d.5 
milk, 14d. the quart, thort méafure, 

In the town of Leicefter thete ate 143. public-houles, of wluch, 4o are 
inns ; and 14 Friendly Societies, of which, 3 are in thiy path, Almoft 
all have had their ules confirmed by the Magiftrates. Theft infixutions 
are much lihed here, and are increafing in number very rapidly. 

In Leicefler, the Calvinifls, Prefbyterians, Methodilts, Anabaptifts, 
Roman Catholics, and Quakers, have each a feparate houle of worfhip.

‘The Poor of this parith are farmed by a man, who recvives fiom the 
parith £14. a week, or £728 a year. ‘There are 42 perfons, (principally 
old women and children,) at prefent, under his care: fome out-poor re- 
ceive £4. 118. a week: the farmer is a focking-manufadturer, and em- 
ploys the Poor in {pinning worfted, &c.: they work, in the fummer, from 
6 o'clock in the morning till 8 at night; and in winter, from 7 in the 
morning till g at night; the time of meals excepted. The houle is not 
well fituated, nor aired in the beft manner; but appears to be kept very 
clean ; the beds are of flocks, and much infifted with bugs. A woman 
teaches the children to read and {pin. In cafes of baffardy, the farmer 
does not take care of fuch as were not chargeable, or not born before his 
agreement with the parith. His agreement is renewed annually.

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‘The war has had no other effet upon the manufactures of this town, 
than by taking off a great number of hands: feveral foldicis’ families of 
courfe became burdenfome.

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188 families, confifling of tradefmen, inn-keepers, common mechanics, 
thop-keepers, afew farmers, and labourers. No manufattory is carried 
on in this paith, The ivhabitants ase of the Church of England, 
with the excepticn of onc {mall congregation of Calvinifts, and one of 
Methodifts, 48 houles 11 the window-tae; and yo are exempted. 


The prices of provifions are beef, from 4fd to sd. the pound ; mutton, 
sid j veal, qu and 4!) , bacon, 8d the pound ; potatocs, 16 1b, for 6d ; 
butter, Gd. the Ib; fina, fiom 2s. 2d to cs Gd. the Rone; wheat, 
K3. 108. a quarter; burly, £4. a quater ; oats, .05. a quirter, malt, 545. 
a quarter; coals, 20s. 1 shdron of 32 béfhels ; milk, 4d. a pint. 

The wages of common labourers are fiom 15. 4d. to 18 Gd. a day, 
without victuals: women, for weeding corn, have Sd. or 10d, a day, 
without vidtuals ; in the harveft, wages are often as high as ss. a day. 
There are 11 ale~houfes in this parith ; aad 2 Iriendly Socictics, containing 
together 64 members. 


The rent of land is from 15s. to 3os. an acre; the average is about 
208, Tithes are generally taken in kind, The }ind-tax rales nearly 
£107. 

Before the year 1791, the Poor were taken care of by the overfeers 
of the parith, who rented a houle, wherein molt of the Poor were kept, 
and thofe who were able to work were employed, A {chool of induftry 
was kept up for a few years; but having been thought to be dilad- 
vantageous to the parifh, it was wholly difcontinued laft year, Till lately, 
this parith joined with another parifh in the maintenance of their Poor, 
fo that the net expenditure for the Poor could not be afcertained : fince the 
year 1791, the Poor have been farmed, and maintained in a poor-hoult.

officers of this partth do not grant certificates, except to fuch parthioners 
as refide within the limits of the county; about 3 or 4 are generally 
granted in a year: there are ufually 2 or 3 removals ina year; a removal, 
which was lately contefted, coft the parith between £ 60. and £70.

Molt of the land belonging to this town lics in 2 lage common filds, 
which are fallowed and cropped alternately ; in feveral parts of thefe com- 
mon fields there are large tracts of wafte land, upon which a great num- 
ber of poor people fummer each a cow, which in winter go at large in 
thefe fields. The Poor complain heavily of the farmers, fiying, “ That 
they encroach on their property ;” and the farmers fay, “ That the Poor 
take the opportunity of eating their corn with their cattle.” ‘Tithes are here 
taken inkind, ‘The land-tax amounts to £356. 16s, ; and is about 18, 3d. 
in the pound. 

Donations, of the annual value of about £100. are diftributed amongft 
fuch Poor of this patith as do nor receive patochial ad. Lere iy an 
holpital o alms-houfe, in which apartments are provided tor 12 decayed 
widows; belides which, a pention of £3. 75: and > pechs of coal, 15 given 
to cach of them annually.

‘The prient farmer of the poor hou'e of induftry, is a woolcomber and 
manufacturer of worned ; he employs fome of the Poor in combing wool, 
{pinmittg and kuitung w- rfed,and fomein common labour out of the houfe: 
he fays, that he provid » plices for thofe boys and guls who do not hhe his 
bufinef. At prlcor, there are 39 Paupurs an the houfes confilting ot 15 
children, (under 1 years of age) g men, and 15 women, The farmer 
adds, that uot more than 8.0 g people are couftantly employed. the others 
are eithct young children, old, or infirm ; or are engaged in attending thet 
fick companions in o her neceflay offices in the houfe, ‘Ihe faimer ot 
the Poor pays, at tls time, about 22s. a week to 28 poor people out 
of the houfe, and about £65. a year to the families of 5 militia-men ferv- 


ing for this parith; and he is at the expence of all neceffury medicinal 
affiftance.

1I1E. patith of Spilfby contains, by eimation, 1200 acres. By an av 
count of the populations taken 3 years ago, the number of inhabitants was 
found to be 850, They are, chiefly, common tradefinen, fhop-hcepers, 
farmers, and labourers. 121 houles pay the window-tax ; and about 50 
arc exempted. ‘There is no manufature of confequence in the parilh, 
and only 1 iendly Society. 

‘The wages of common labourers, without diet, ate about 15. a day in 
winter; and 2s. in fummer, In harveft, men receive 2s, 6d, aday ; aud 
inflances ae not wanting of 6s. and 7s aday being carned at that {ca- 
Jon, ‘The women have very little employment at home, except in taking 
care of their family. A few endeavour to get work in wathing, and in 
affiting at public-houles, (of which thete are g in the patith,) and receive 
from 6d. to 8d. a day. 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, 44d. and sd. the pound ; mutton, 
sd; veal, 4d. and 4‘d.; bacon, 8d. ; butter, 6d.; potatoes, 5d. and Gd. 
the peck; milk, 44. the pint , wheat, 63s. to 7os. the qr, ; aats, 28s. the qr. 5 
barley, 428. the qr.; malt, 52s the gr.; coals, 18. 6d. the bufhel. 

The labouring people are not very thrifty, or parlimonious in their 
diet; and, confequently, often very poor, Tea, milk, and potatocs, are 
much ufed; to which are added, butter, and butcher's meat, whenever they 
can poffibly be obtained. 

‘The high-ways are maintained by ftature labour, without a Rate. The 
average Tent “ land is about 24s. an acre. The land-tax amounts to

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& 151. a8. 4d. The greateft part of the parifh belongs to Lord Gwydir, 
who is likewile impropriator of the great tithes. His tenants pay no 
tithes; from other farmers, a fmall modus is colle€ted. 

‘The inhabitants of Spilfby are, principally, of the Eftablithed Religion. 
A finall number, however, of Methodifts, have a congregation in the town, 

At the conclufion of the American war, the Rates in this parih were fo 
high, and the poverty of the labowting claffes in this part of the county 
of Lincoln fo great, that the Magiftrates for the fouthern disifton of Lind- 
fay were induced to publith orders for purchafing materials, providing 
proper places to fet the Poor to work in, and teaching all poor children in 
the diftriG to knit before they were fix, and to fpin before they were nine 
years of age. Towards the end of the year 1783, thefe laudable views 
were much afGfted by the eftablifhment of 4 Society, for the promotion of 
induftry, by diftributing premiums, in various aticles of cloathing, aaongit 
fuch children, of certain ages and defcriptions, within the diftriét, as 
thould, within a given time, produce the greateft quantity of work, of dif- 
ferent kinds, and of the belt quality. To carry this project into execu- 
tion, the parithes within the diltri& were to fubleribe a fum equal to one 
per cent of their laft year's Poor's Rates; and individuals, within the dif- 
tri, to fublertbe 53. each annually. From thefe funds, and {everal private 
benefaétions, fchools were foon provided in the feveral parihes in the di- 
vifion, for the inftruétion of children in the spinning of jerley : and pre~ 
miums have been, fince, annually diftributed among the moft induttriou., 
who were farther diftinguithed by the appellation of King, or Quecn, of 
the fpinners of their diftri&; innocent devices to encourage indultry + 
which, if they animate the Poor, as much as tibbons and garters flimulate 
the Rich, to adtive and honelt exertion, mult render it defirable that the 
titles of royalty thould grace the brow of every indultiious cottage child 
in the kingdom. 

In the year 1780 the Society efablithed a dyer and hot-preffer, at 
Louth, 

From a full account of the proceedings of the Society, publithed a few 
years ago, at Louth, it appears that between January 1786 and the mid- 
dle of 1790, 222 knuting premiums were diftributed, for which the num- 
ber of candidates were 4oo children, all under eight years of age. ‘The

‘The {pinning {chools are now wholly laid afide; and the opinions of 
well informed men on. the fubject, with refpeé to their utility, are ex- 
tremely various. Many perfons thought that (chools, conduéted on the 
plan propofed by the Society of Indufiry, were not only expenfive to the 
parith, but detrimental to the children themlelves; for, by being fo long 
confined to a fedentary employment, at an carly period of life, they were 

often 
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often rendered puny and weak ; and at the age of 12 or 13, when they 
ought to go out to fervice with the farmers, or become apprenticcs, they were 
fo extremely ignorant of every thing, except (pinning, that it was a long 
time before they could be of any fervice to their matters; belides which, 
the great and fudden change of employment was often injuriouy to the 
children. Others were, and are, of opinion, thar, Lad the Soviety heen 
ploperly encouraged, and the {pinning fehools ¢ tinued, the country 
‘would, ultimately, haye been much benefited, the raves confiderably re~ 
duced, ‘and the children of the Voor rendered ferviceable members of the 
State, from being trained, by confant and orderly employment, to virtue 
and induftry. ‘The unfavourable opinion formed of thele parith working 
fchools, although, perhaps, originating, with tome, from prejudice, was, 
jit may be prefumed, in many, the refult of fair convidion, that the incon 
veniencies would, ultimetely, more than counterbalance the benefits of fuch 
inilimutions; for it cannot be fuppofed, that either gentlemen or farmers: 
fhould be inclined to difeountenante a fyftem, from which there was any 
probabil ty of their interefts being effentially promoted, by a redudion of 
the Poor's Rate, The experience, however, of 8 years, has proved, that, 
although fchools of indultry may ourifh for a while, under the adtive 
zeal of their firlt promoters, yet, when, after a few years trial, they are I.ft 
to the fuperintendance of Jef interefled adminiftrators, they dwindle into 
the ordinary (tate of parith poor-houfes, 

A poor-houfe haa exifted for feveral years at Spilfhy, and to it are fent 
fuck Poor as do not receive relief at their owa hous. They are under the 
dire@tion of a worfted manufacturer, who lives in the work houle, und, by 
an agicement made aft Eaftcr, provides cloaths and other neceflaries for 
every one the purith fends thither ; for which he is alowed 38, 6d, a week 
for each perfon, together with their earnings; thete, however, are very in- 
confiderable. There are in the houf-, at pr ‘ent, 8 children, under 12 
years of age; one man and woman, each about 70 years old; and a 
woman, 35 years of ayer four of the chillren sue balla ds. The over- 
fers alfo pay a%s. weekly to 14 out pentioners, molt of whom haye fanii- 
lies ; to 2 militia men’s families, Gs. a week ; and to feveral others, oeca- 
fional relief. Amongft the weekly penfioners 6 bafturds are inlu-ed. 
Before the Poor were contragied for, 5 guinea» a year and viduals were 
allowed to a perfoa who (yperintegded the wark-houle, An apothecary

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was aifo paid £ G. a year for his attendance on the Poor. The houle is a 
good building, but much out of repaie: it is not kept fo clean as it ought 
to be: the beds are filled with feathers, and well provided with covering. 
‘The prefent undertaker is bound to oblerve the following table of dict:

This parith, on an average, grants about 4 or 5 ceitificates in a year, 
and has about 1 removal in the fame time; a conteiled remoyal f{eldom.

10d. the ftone; ou'k, Ad. the pint, but hitters 
fold, as the firme-s moftly Rock their pafturcs with fheep. “Ihe Poor ule 
much tea, and water-pottage ; the latter is made of water, oatmeal, onions,” 
falt, and pepper, with the addition of butter, when it can be procured. La 
Lourers’ wages, in winter, are from 1s. 2d.to 15 6d a day; and in fum- 
met, 28.a day, without wiuuls, In harvcft, from 35 to 4s. a day, and 
fomeumes, confiderably more. Women receive 1s. or 18. 2d, a day, for 
weeding corn; but sn winter they have little or no employ, except in {pin-- 
ning jerfey, or worlted, in which the earnings are [0 extremely low that 
icarcely one perfon in ten will apply to it, It is generally remarked, that 
the poor people, in thefe extenfive fens, are moftly fluggifh, and have an 
averfion to induftry ; whether this circumftance in any degree accounts for 
the generil diflike of Mr. Bouyer’s plan, of fcliools of nduftsy, I thall 
not pretend to determine. 

In this parith there are 10 ale-houfes, 3 of which fell wine. There is 
no Friendly Society in the pariih, ‘The rent of land, upon an average, is 
about 208, or 238. an were. Farms are from £10. to £200. a year, but 
mofily from £ 40. to £ 100.a year. When the fens were divided, about 
27 years ago, a quantity of land was given in liew of all tithts, The land- 
tax amonnts to £ 470. 128. The Poor have been farmed for more than 20 
years back : the farmer finds a houle for fuch Paupers as are willing ta come 
into it; and the parith furnithes it with beds, filled with chaff, and bed~ 
dings at prefent, only 5 Paupers are in the houle 5 giz. a thoe-maker, 46 
years of age, (who is deaf and dumb); an old woman, and 3 baftard chil- 


den, who are from 6 to 9 years fags: The regular weekly out-penfion- 
ers are as follow:

Belides thefe, there are fome who reccive cafual relief; and, in general, 
it muit be eonfidered, that, at this feafon, the Poor are moft eafily mam- 
tuined, from the work which they can procure in the filds. The farmer 
of the Poor, this ycar, is to receive £130. for which lie agrees to fupport 
the Poor belonging to this parifh with food: the parifh-officers are to fin- 
nith cloachs, pay the dedtor’s bill’; (which may amount to £20. a year ;) 
and to be at all expences of meetings, journies, removals, appeals, and the 
maintenance of gafual Poor who do not belong to the parith ; alfo to give 
occafional relief to indigent parifhioners, as it was thonght the farmer had 
too hard a-bargain for fome years paft : his allowance laft year was £120. 

A fubfeription, made here laft winter, for the neceffitous, amounted to 
£50. upon the whole, the Poor are well fupported in this parith, Seve- 
ral donations, charities, or doles, amounting to about £ 60. a year, are an- 
nually diftributed «mong poor houfe-hcepers. Here is alfo a charity {chool 
for the education of 25 poor children. Certificates are granted and received, 
without fcruple. There are about 3 removals from this parith in a year; 
an appeal {carcely happens once in 7 years.

12, At the time of making the general returns of the work done in the 
tial months, complaint may be entered, by the employers, or any other 
perfon, againft any of the candidates, for coarfe or bad Spinning ; 
and fuch complaints will be referred to the confideration of the refpec- 
tive diftri& committees, againft the time of adjudication. 

13, At the faid adjudication meetings, a fample of the wool given to fpin, 
and three or more pounds of the jerfey complained of, muft be laid he-

18, Whereas a doubt has arifen, whether tbe miftreffes of {chools, or any 
other affiflants, may pull twitches or pluckings for the premium {pin 
ners, and by the permiffion of this pra@ice in tome fchools, and the 

» forbcarance of it in others, an undue advantage may be obtained ; it 
is hereby declared, that the pulling twitches or pluckings is: part of 
the candidate's own work, and cannot be fuffered to be done by any 
one elf. = 
Perfons of fkill will be employed by the committee, after the 26th 
day of February 1795, to go round to the qualified candidates, and to 
fee each of them (pin for the {pace of one hour precifely, taking an exact 
account of the number of hanks, lees, and rounds, belonging to each 
candidate, in (uch hour's work; which account, with the produce 
of fuch trial, properly ticketed, fhall be immediately tranfmitted to the 
chairman, to be laid by him before the general committee, and before 
the Jeveral diftriét committees, when they thall mect for the purpofe 
of adjudication.

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by the difcovery; and if the fraud is fully proved, but too late for 
prevention, the difcoverer fhall, neverthelefs, be handfomely reward~ 

ed, and the perfon or perfons guilty of fach fraud thall be profecuted 
according to law, and be declared for ever incapable of receiving any 

of the premiums, rewards, or cncouragements, given by this Society. 
‘The above premiums, and the conditions thereof, were fettled and agreed 
upon, at a general committee of the Society of Induftry, held at Alford 
on Tridsy the 19th day of September 1794 R. G. Bouyer, Chajrman.

LINCOLN. 


SOME years ago, the gentlemen of feveral parifhes in, and adjoining 
to the city of Lincoln, purchafed a houfe, very well fituated for the pur- 
pofe for which it was intended; and, after undergoing feveral neceflary 
altcations, it was opened for the reception of Paupeis. At firlt, a certain 
sum per head was paid for the maintenance of each perfons but this hav- 
ing been found to be produdtiive of great inconvenience, an affociation 
was formed of feveral parifhes in and near the city, about four years ago. 
Tt was agreed to pay the proprictors of the houfe a certain rent, for re- 
ceiving all fuch Poor as fhould be fent thither; and that the houle, and 
out-poor expences, fhould be paid out of the generul ftock; towards 
which, each parith is bound to contribute the average of their annual cx- 
penditure for five years preceding the union, This average is divided 
rinto 4 quarterly payments ; but the refult of the inftitution has been fuch, 
that, hitherto, feldom more than 3 of the quarterly fums have been called 
for in one year; and, confequently, a redu@ion of one fourth of the ave- 
rage rates has been effeéted; befides which, there is now a furplus in 
hand, amounting to £400, with which it is propofed to defray the ex- 
pences of an intended application to Parliament, for an AG ta incorporate 
the united parifhes, and to make fome additional improvements in the 
work-haufe. 

At 
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At ptefent, the Union confifts of 19 fmall parifhes. The number in 
the honfe is, 40 males, and 41 females ; of which, 30 are children, under 
12 years Of age; and 25, above Go. They are chiefly employed within 
doors, in (pinning flax and wool; and in making flockings, and othe 
cloaths, &c. The worfed fpuners eam about £25. a year The heule 
is kept clean . it’s fituation 1s very healthy. Of 4 Paupers, who died lalt 
year, 3 Were above 80 years of age.

THE pnith of Ealing forms newly a regular oblong, of 3 miles and a 
half by 2tailes; and, confequently, contains about 4480 acres, of which 
ugCo me grafelind; about 1220 arables abaut. aso are cultivated by 
market gardeness ; and!about 70 are common : the remainder is laid out 
in roads, private gardens, pleafure grounds, &c. ‘The inhabitants are gen= 
tlemen, fhop-keepers, gardencis, labourers, and of {uch other deferiptions 
as are ufually found in a village within feven miles of London. From the 
average number of births during the lat 10 yeass, the population may be 
eftimated at between yooo and 5009 fouls. No accurate conclufions can 
be drawn from the burials, as they include many parith children that have 
been fent from the London parithes to be nurfed at Ealing. ‘The number 
of houfes rated to the window, or commuitation-tax, appears, from the 
Surveyor's books, to be 355 ; and the number exempted, 33". 49 houles 
have above 25 windows cach. There are 38 ale-houfes in this patifh. 


* The total of thefe two numbers is 3883 which, when compared with the baptifims ani 
burials, appears to be much (oo low for the whole number of houfes in the parith. Upon 
examining the Rate book, 1n which every houfe paying to, and exempted from, parochial 
taxes, is accurtcly fet down, the number of houfes in the parith was found to be 7295 
which, multiplied by 5! inhabitants toa houfe, gives a population of goog fouls,

Labourers, near London, are paid 18d. or 20d, aday. An able many 
however, can carn 2s. a day, both in fimmer and winter, During the 
fiuic feafon, a great many women are camployed by the market-gardeners in 
this parith, in gathering, and carrying fiuit, peate, &c. to London. Their 
wages feldom exceed half of what men receive for the fame work. A wo- 
man is only paid Gd. for carrying a very heavy bafket of fruit from Euling 
or Brentford to Covent Garden, near 9 miles. They, however, fome- 
times make two trips ina day. Moft of the women, who are thus em- 
ployed, are Welth. 

The rent of land is from £2. to £4. anacre. The average rental of 
the whole parith, it is probable, is now near £ 3. an acre; for, in an cfli« 
mate, made in 1780, of the amount of the grofs rental charged to the Poor 
in each parith within the hundred of Offulfton, in order to fix their refpec+ 
Live quotas towards the fum recovered againft the hundred for the damages 
oceafioned by the riots in 1780, the grofé rental of Faling and Old Brent- 
ford was ftated at £10491. The foil is gravel and clay; chiefly the late 
ter, towards the Brentford extremity of the parith, in which there are feve- 
ral confiderable brick-kilns, The great tithes are anneacd to the chancel- 
lorfhip of St. Paul's, and aie now held upor a leafe for three lives. A far~ 
mer rents them of the leffecs of the Rector, for { voo, a year, The finall 
tithes are compotinded for by the Vicar. 

From the be& information that could be obtaincd, the number of 
Friendly Societies in the parifh appears to be 9; of which, 3 arc in Ealing,

‘The defcription of perfons fent to the work-houfe, confifls of infirm 
and aged parifhioners, and poor perfons, who meet with accidents in 
palling through the parifh. It is a fmall, inconvenient building, very ill 
adapted to the purpofe to which it is applied. When the honfe is full, four 
men fleep in a bed: at prefent, three men flecp ina bed; four boys in a 
bed; and three women ina bed. The beds are of feathers. The average 
number of perfons in the houfe, and the annual mortality, may be efti- 
mated from the following table:

Men, who work out of the houfe, are allowed, each, a pint of fmall beer 
at breakfaft. Each perfon receives 2 ounces of cheefe at breakfaft and 
fupper. The allowance of {mall beer to children is only half a piat at 
each meal. On Eafter-day, mutton is ferved, inftead of beef ; and, during

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two days at Chriflmas, the Poor in the houle are treated with flrong beer, 
snd tobseco. The fick, only, are permitted to ufe tea and fugar. 

‘The men received into the worl-houfe an, chiefly, employed on the 
common, and in other work out of deots: shile they are at work, out 
of the houfe, they are allowel each 6d, a week for tobacco money, The 
boys beat hemp, weave hed f-hing and fucks, and make ropes. They 
aie put to work at ¢ or 6 years old: a boy, 10 or 11 years ol |, learns to 
wscaye tolaubly wall in about a month, and weaves a fack worth 2s Gd. 
tivo days. Many of them tun away ; the parith provides for otheis, 
hy fading them to a manufactory, wlén they are fufficiently Milful. 
vt work hours, tev are taught to read, by a {Choolm Mer who attends 
for the moderate (aury of 25, month. The women and giils are em- 
ployed in (pinning hemp, and dreffing fne flax for fhreting, &c. The 
children are cloathed by the parith. ‘The boys reccive a hat and coat, 
every two years; a wailtcoat and breeches, cvery yew; and other articles 
of diel, as they want them. The flax and hemp manufacture, which is 
now carried on at the work-houfe, was fet on foot in the beginning of 
laft year. Previous to that period, the Poor in the houle were employ ed 
in carding wool, making mops, and other trifling articles of woollen, 
under the fuperintendance of the man who is now mufler of the work- 
houfe. He and his wife receive, each, £10 a year;*befides board and 
lodging. He fays, that, one year, the houfe clearcd froin the woollen 
bufinefs, £90. after paying the expence of raw materials, cards, and 
other machiner, From this account, it fhould feem, that the prelent manu- 
fature is not likely to prove equally profitable to the parith ; for, from 
the information of the teacher at the manufatory, it appears, that the 
ropes, lines, facks, nets, &c. fold between May and December 1794,

I am, however, 
credibly informed, that many labourers thought the bread fo extremely 
coarfe and unpalatable, that they returned the tickets which had been

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granted (hem to entitle them to purchafe a quartern loaf at 10}d. although 
the ordinary price of the wheaten quartera loaf in the baker's thop was at 
that time near 15d. 

‘A great many children fiom the parithes of Mary-le-bone and St. 
George's, Hanover Square, are nurfed by the cottagers on Haven Grevny 
and in other parts of this parith. They remain there till 7 or 8 years 
old. Mary-le-bone parifh pays at prefent 3s. rod. a week, for a child at 
thf breaft; and 3s 6d. a week, for others,

IN this parith the Poor are partly relieved at home, and partly maintain- 
ed in a poor-houfe, which is fituated on Hampton Common, in an airy 
fituation, on 2 gravelly foil. The number of Paupers, at prefent, in the 
houle, are, 7 girls, 5 boys, 4 women, and 1 man; total, 17: there are 
generally more in winter. Ia the laft winter, there were 21 in the houle; 
of which there died, chiey owing to the inclemency of the weather, 4old 
perfons, acd 1 child. The houle is undet the diretion of a man and hit 
wife, who receive a fmall falary from the parith ; befides which, they ure 
allowed 2s. 84. per week, for every Pauper whom they feed, The food 
feems wholfome and good ; and is, certainly, much bettet than a labouring 
man could afford his family: meat is ferved every day; with vegetables 
from the garden, which the man is chiefly employed in cultivating, The

3 bacon, 
rod. ; milk, 14d, a quart, 

Common labourers have 9s. a week, and beer ; and in hay and corn har- 
velt, 9s. a week, and board . in the neighbouring country pari(hes, labourers 
are paid 68 a week in winter, and 7s. in Sommer ; belides which, the farmer 
allows them to have corn, &c. rather lower than the market pice. The rent 
of land is from 10s, to £3. 108. an acre. Varms are from £25. to L170.

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‘The accounts of this parith were heretofore kept on loofe paper; moft 
of which were in the poffeffion ofa perfon, who lately became fufane, and 
im one of his fits defroyed them.

351 honfes pay the window tax; 30 are Nated in the fur- 
veyor's books as exempted; and the officer thinks 30 or 40 more may be 
exempted. 

‘The prices of provifions ara: beef, 33d. to 44d. the 1b.; mutton, 4d, to 
44d. ; veal, 6d. to 7d.; bacon, rod. to 18.5 frelh butter, 18; falt do. ofl. 
the Ib. ; potatoes, 8d. a peck; bread, 8d, the quartern loaf, or ¢¥ Ib. for 18.5 
coals, 128. the ton; wheat, 118, 6d. to 128, for ro gallons ; barley, 4s. 6d. 
to 5% for 10 gallons ; oats, 48, for do. ; milk, 14d. the quait. 

‘The wages of common labourers are, 15. a day, and victuals; or 18. 6ds 
with only a dinner. There are 45 ale-houfes in this parifh; and five 
Friendly Societies, each of which has about 80 members ; all of them have 
had their ules confirmed. One of thefe Societics is (omewhat fingular; 
the members each pay a guinea a year into the box, for which a provifion 
is made fer their widows; a copy of their rules could not be obtained. 

‘The rent of land, near the town, is from £3. to£4. 108. an acre; but, 
at adiftance, about £1. an acre. The farms let from £25. to £250. 
year ; wheat, barley, and oats, are cultivated here in fome degree ; but the 
greatett part of the land ia chiefly in grafs. The tithes belong to the Duke 


of Beaufort, and are compounded for. The land-tax amounts to £354. 10d.

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aad is coll.éted at about 1s. 2d. in the pound. There is no common nor 
wafte land in the parith. * 

The Poor are partly maintained in a work-houfe, and partly at home: 
there are 24 perfons, at prefent, in the work-houle; of which 3 are 
children, under 7 yeais of age; 12, between 7 and 30; and-9, between 
0 and 79 years old. ‘They are chiefly employed in manufuturing linen 
and woollen oaths for the houfe, ‘The houfe is convenient, and well aired, 
and appears to be hept very clean the beds, which are good, are furnjihed 
with coarfe fhects there ate no blankers at prefent; but fome are 
preparing agunft next winter, 45 outSpenfioners receive, at prefent, 
L3 ths 3d a week; 4 or § receive occafional relicf, It is fuppofed that 
the Poor of this path do not really cof the parifh more than 18 in the 
pound on the fair ruta! yet it is generally thought that the Rates are 
high. Several people helonging to the parith are employed in fitherics on 
the river Wye, on which Monmouth is fituated, and in navigating barges 
to and from this place.

Here appears a deficiency of £5. 14s,; yet, the man ays, his childres 
moftly go without fhoes and ftockings, and that the cloathe worn by 
him and his family are, moflly, if not wholly, given them by charitable 
people, The gentleman, for whom this labourer works, allows him 
about 3 piats of milk a day, which, with a little bread, ferves his children 
for breakfalt ; his wife drinks tea: their dinner is, bread, potatoes, and 
falt, fometimes a litte fat or dripping, if it can be procured cheap: their 
Supper, generally, bread, or potatoes, The man fays, his family is 
little more than half fupplied with what they could eat, He rents 
lus houfe of the corpofation of Monmouth, at 2 guineas a year; but not 
being able to pay his rent, he fays, they lately feized on all his working 
tools, fome of his furniture, dc. and fold them, fo that he is obliged to 
borrow {pades, axes, &c.: he applied torthe parith for relief; which they 
offered, on condition that he would come into the poor-houfe with all his 
fatmity ; which he has hitherto refufed todo. From farther enquiry, it 
appears, that the man is honeft and induftrious. He is determined to re~ 
main in his houfe, in defiance of the cgrporatien. His childien, having 
been‘bred up in idlenefs, and in the moft abjeé illiterate ftate, (although 
feveral of them hawe been at fervice,) are fo faucy, that Ho perfon will em- 
ploy them.

Downian is a finall market town, fituated on the weftern borders 
of Norfotk, about 12 miles from Lynn: the accounts of the parith are 
kept in fo confufed a manner, that much ihformation from them cannot 
be expected. The following table, however, of Parochial Expenditure, 
and Poor's Rate, (though, perhaps, not very accurate) may afford fome 
General idea of thefe matters here:

‘The Poor are partly farmed. The contra€tor has the ufe of 4 acres of 
Jand, and a work-houfe, in which he maintains fuch Poor as the parith 
pleafe to fend him, They find beds, &c.‘and cloathe the Poor, when they 
go into the houfe; but the farmer provides cloathing, during their r- 
fidence with him. He is paid £95. a year, provided their number does 
not exceed 20; and for all above that number, 2s, a week each; he is 
likewife entitled to their earnings. They are employed in {pinning jer- 
Sey or worfted ; one man weaves hemp-cloth, At prefent, there are 26 
Paupers in the houfe; of which 7 are under 9 years of age; 4 from gto 
20 years old; and the others from 25 to 70 years of age. There are 4 
baftards, and 3 foldiers’ wives, The othcers give weekly allowances to 
fach Poor as can fupport themfelves upon a lefs fum than what is charged 
by the mafter of the poor-houfe, 

‘There are no manufadtures here. The price of provifions is nearly the 
fame as in Lincolnfhire; but the wages of agricultural laboue are here 
confiderably lower’. 

In Helgay, a {mall farming parifh, 3 miles from Downham, the Poor’ 's 
Rates are 6d. in the pound. Farms there are from { 10. to£ 109, a

THE Houle of Indultry, belonging to 50 incorporated parithes of the 
Hundreds of Thetford and Launditch?, ftands ia this parith. The houfe 
is excellently fituated ; being built ona rifing ground at fome diftance 
from the village, half furrounded by 2 common, with no obftructions 
near it, to impede the free circulation of air. The houfe was finithed, 
and ‘made ready for the reception of Paupers, in July 1777. The total 
expeace of purchafing 63 acres, 3 roods, and 3 perches of land, an dof 
building and furnifhing the houle, é&c.‘was £ 15,442. 68. 11d.’, of which 
£ s4aa. have been repaid; and, therefore, the houfe has ftill a debe 
of £ 10,c0o.

‘The préfent number in the houfe is 539: the whole ‘numbet’ admitted 
fince the firft in@iitgtion, 3776. An exaé account of the men, women, 
and children, admitted every year, could not be obtained ; and, perhaps, 
fuch an account would not enable us.to draw a correé conclafion refpead- 
ing the number of the Poor ; as it often happens, that the fame-perfons quit 
and re-enter the houle 2 or 3 times-in the courfe of a yean'- The follow- 
ing lift of the number of men, women, and childrea, in the houfe, was 
taken at Midfummer. in each of the undcr-mentioned years +

There is no particular account of baftards; but, from the informa- 
tion af the governor, it appears, that there are about 100 in the houle. 
‘The boys and girls, mentioned in the above account, are almoft all ynder 
14, a6 at, that age they are drafted out to the parifhes to which they be- 
Jong. Ifa perfon, to whofe lot a child falls, fhould refule to take him or 
her for a year, (which is the lated term,) he forfeits 208, which goes to

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‘The Rates paid by the different parithes, in proportion to their prefent 
rentals, are very different, and vary from 6d, to 3s. in the pound, The 
average may be “tated at 20d. The whole fum, thus produced from the 
quotas of so parifhes, is regulatly paid by quarterly payments, and 
amounts annually to £ 3965. 18s, 1d, But, notwithftanding £ 5422. of 
the debt incurred at the firft cftablifhment, have been paid off fome years, 
the receipts have, of late, been found to be not only infufficient to enable 
the incorporated diftriéts to clear off any part of their remaining debt; 
but, from the dearneis of provifions, interruption of trade, feverity of feafons, 
and heavy charges of foldiers’ and miitiaanen’s families, they have been 
proved to be even inadequate to defray the difburfements incurred from a 
great influx of Poor, Laft winter, the treafurer was obliged to advance 
£ 1000. to the houfe; fo that it has been refolved, by the corporation, 
to apply to Parliament, to authorize them to increafe the Rates; a cir~ 
cumftance, which has occafioned confiderable difcontent inthe incorpora- 
ted parifhes,

The men, belonging to the Houfe of Induftry, are employed in culti- 
vating 60 acres of fields and gardens belonging to the houfe ; incombing 
wool, dreffing Bax and hemp ; and in weaving thefe articles into various 
manufa@ures, which are principally deftined for the ufe of the houfe, A 
few alfo work on the public roads. The women and children are moftly 
employed in fpinning worfted for the Norwich manufactories ; fome knit 
and few; others inftru& girls in tpele different branches of work, The 
boys and girls work in feparate apartments ; and every clafs has a malter, or 
miftreft,.te fuperintend and inftsu@ the learners inv their work. Tow 
and hemp are alfo {pun by the women.

"Lhe intetelt of the meney owing by the houle, viz £10,000. is £450. 

The houfe was originally intended to have hadtwo wings; but want of 
funds prevented this projet being carried into execution; and, from the 
number of Paupers in the houfe at prefent, there is very litle {pare toom. 
‘The different apartments Are lofiy, well aired, and feem well adapted to 
the different purpofes for which they are intended. ‘The boys and girls 
have feparate lodging-rooms, abd generally fleep 3 ina bed; about 20 
beds are in cach 100m. Old people, and a few others, are allowed to re- 
fide in cottages; and fome are provided with rooms on the ground-floor, 
‘The beds are of flocks ; each has 2 fheets, a blunkets, and 1 coverict ; and, 
upon the whole, the houfe feems to be as clean as can be expected. The 
governors are certainly very attentive to this object; notwithRanding 
which, it is faid, that, from the continual influx and efflux of Paupers, 1 
is found impoffible to keep the houfe clear from yermin, 


The following are the bye-laws and regulations for the government of 
the Poor in the houfe. They are taken from a printed copy, that way 
publithed in 1787: 


‘THAT no poor perfon be admitted into the houfe for the Poor, with- 
out the order of the weekly committee, on every Tuefday in every 
week, except in cafes of broken Hmbs, fudden illnefs, of othet extra- 
ordinary cafes, when, for the benefit of the Pauper, am tatlier admif- 
Gon may be oeceilary.- In feck cafes, admiffion uixy be had at any 

other 
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other time, by an onder fromvone director, or one acting guardian, 
under a certificate from the furgeon of the divilion, that fuch Pauper 
is removable. > 

2, That all fingle and masried perfons, with or without families, who 
Shall be thought by the weekly committee to be unable to ynain 41 
themfelves, be taken into the houfe, and not (uppcrted ont of .t, 1) 
any fettled allowance or penfion, execpt in extraordinary cales, tus!) 
as lunacy, epilepfy, cpidemical diftempers, Sec. 

3, That perfons, whofe families'ane too largs to be maintained by the , 
own labour, may have-ane gr more of their children recetved into the 
houle, at the diferetidn of the weekly committee. 

4, That all perfons wanting relief, ane to apply to the churchwardens and 
overleers of their-parith, when one of them is to attend the commitree 
on a Tuelday, with fih poor petfon for hig adimufhon into the haul ; 
snd in cafe any doubt fhall arile, touching the fettlement of tuch poor 
perfon, he or fhe fall immediately be examined by two juftues, and 
if the fettlement appear to be out of the two LIundreds, then Mall be 
immediately removed by order of two juftices. 

5, That the houfe furgeon fhall vifit the hayfe every Tucfday and Satur- 
day, (and oftener if required by the goyernor o: weekly committee,) 
and regularly make a report, every Tuefday, of the fick, in writing, 
entered in a book kept for that purpose, 

6, That the out furgeons, when they do not attend in perfon, thal fend 
their reports in writing, every Tuelday, of the flate of the Poor under 
their cate, in their refpective diviGons, to the governor, that the fame 
may be entered in a book kept for that purpofe, aod fhewa to,the 
weekly committee, that the corporation may be thereby conftaptly 
polfeffed of the fiate of the fick out-poor, a8 well as of thofe within 
the houfe; and if Paypers live out of the Hundreds, under lawful cer 
tilcates, the furgeon of the divilion neareft the pailth whee fuch 
Papers are refident, {if within a reafonable diftance,) hall attend
